COUNTY TO BE 
RAISED 


Several million dollars 
will 
be 
added to the total of the county’s 
assessm ent roll. 
This prediction is freely made at 
the courthouse, though County As­ 
sessor James Sleeper will not have 
his total assessm ent for 1921 com­ 
pleted until Tuesday, on which day 
the 1921 rolls will be turned over to 
the board of supervisors, which will 
sit for two weeks as a 
board 
of 
equalization. 
The assessment values are fixed 
upon a basis of how they stood at 
noon on the first Monday in March 
of this year. 
The greatest share of the increase 
in the assessment comes from 
an 
increase in oil property values. 
Any taxpayer who objects to the 
assessment fixed for him 
by 
the 
assessor’s office has the right 
to 
appear before the board of equaliz­ 
ation and enter a protest. A hearing 
upon each w ritten protest will be 
held, testimony taken and a ruling 
entered for or against the protestant. 
In this way the figures fixed upon 
a piece of property by the assessor 
can be changed.

few in number and changes by the 
board of equalization probably could

Jacks for use by motorcycle officers 
when they suspect a truck of carry­ 
ing an overload. It is said that these 
instruments have been and are be­ 
ing used to good advantage by the 
motorcycle officers.

New Bleachers and Equip­ 
ment Being Placed at 
High School 


That Santa Ana high school will 
soon have the best athletic field and 
equipment of any similar institution 
cf its kind in the state, was the 
belief expressed today by Principal 
D. K. Hammond. New bleachers are 
already under construction and all 
improvements 
on 
the 
now 
field 
should be completed by the middle 
of September, according to H. N. 
Alleman, 
head of 
the mechanical 
arts department at the high school, 
who is in charge of the work. 
Two football fields for the use of 
tile first and second 
high 
school 
teams 
and 
the Junior college, 
a 
baseball diamond separate from the 
gridiron, several 
basketball courts 
and a new track with a two hundred 
and twenty-yard 
straightaway are 
contained in the plans for the field, 
beside new bleachers with training 
quarters underneath. 
New bleachers, now under con­ 
struction at an estim ated cost 
of 
$3000, are situated on the west side 
of the football field and will hava 
a seating capacity for 2000 people. 
They will be 30 feet high and 300 
feet long. Plans were drawn in the 
mechanical 
arts 
department 
by 
three high school students, Ralph 
Livenspire, Boyd Munger and Nor- 
vel Alcock, and will closely corre­ 
spond with the bleachers at the Ful­ 
lerton 
and 
Ixia 
Angeles 
high 
schools. Engineering experts 
have 
investigated the plans and say the 
bleachers will be perfectly safe. 
Below the bleachers, new training 
quarters will be built with cement 
floor throughout. The present train­ 
ing rooms, located on the northeast 
corner of the athletic field, will be 
used by the physical training de­ 
partment, according to Hammond. 
The new training rooms will con­ 
tain private quarters for the medical 
department, coaches, supplies 
and 
will have large dressing accommo­ 
dations for both the local and visit*, 
ing teams. Fifteen showers will be 
installed with many 36-inch private 
lockers. 
Doors from the training 
quarters will open directly on the 
field, the lowest seat in the bleach­ 
ers being ut the top of the fence. 
In this manner it will be impossible 
for spectators 
in the 
stands 
to 
swarm on the field. 
An entirely new track has been 
laid 
out, a 220-yard 
straightaway 
finishing directly in front of 
the 
bleachers being a feature. The sharp 
curves of 
the former 
oval 
have 
been abandoned. 
The track 
itself 
will be well worked and will be ex­ 
ceedingly fast, it is said. 
There will be two football fields 
so that any number of candidates 
for the teams may be taken care of 
and given attention. The second and

will

has always been laid out where the

hours a day, w hile the Japanese were w illing to work 
fifteen hours, or even m ore, on a pinch, and were 
p a ck in ' tw ice or tw o and a half times as m any boxes 
in a day as the girls had done. 
H is only excu se— if it be an excuse— w as the 
packing plant w as too sm all to permit of hiring as 
many girls as would be needed to handle all the fruit 
com ing in. and he said that if there were more room 
I no Japanese would have been employed. 
This is a case highly illustrative of the evil and 
danger of Japanese im m igration, and of the im possi­ 
bility of white com petition with Japanese or other 
Oriental labor w ithout degradation to low A siatic 
standards of living. 
W ith Japanese w illing to work fifteen hours or 
even more a day, what show has white labor to com­ 
pete with them? 
, 
California has laws to protect girls and women 
from being obliged to work too many hours a day, 
but there is no protection against such health-wreck­ 
ing com petition as this. 
Accordingly, w here Japanese or other Oriental 
laborers are to be had. there is nothing but public 
[sentim ent to prevent their getting jobs aw ay from 
white girls and wom en, as in this Placer county in­ 
stance. 
The Placer ’P acking A ssociation, in displacing 
white girls by Japanese men, has not distinguished 
itself in public estim ation. 
But it has at least furnished a striking and h is­ 
toric exam ple of the need of the Oriental Exclusion 
League and of all such m easures of self-protection 
i as California has taken or is seeking in this regard.

H A R D E N IN G OF T H E A R T E R IE S 
The P ub lic H ealth Service has no 
bulletins w hich deal w ith hardening 
of the arteries. 
T his is a condition 
usually of advanced life, the cause of 
w hich, in m any cases, Is obscure. 
It is not possible to attem pt spe­ 
cific ad vice for one w ho Is suffering 
from hardening of the arteries. 
E v­ 
erything w ill depend upon the par­ 
ticular conditions present. 
As a 
rule, to be sure, It w ill be w ise to 
restrict th e diet; food consum ed, to 
prohibit sm oking and to protect the 
patient again st excitem ent. 
In 
ev ery 
instance, 
the 
patient 
should p lace him self under the care 
of a good physician and follow his 
advice. 


The fight for the power and independence o f or­ 
ganized labor is to be carried on more aggressively 
than ever before, according to plans crystallized at 
the m eeting in Denver. 
One leader describes the 
situation as follow s: 
“For the first time in forty years organized labor 
now has a positive aggressive policy to enforce its 
right to collective bargaining in every industry and 
to demand equal enjoym ent with capital of all rights, 
privileges and immunities granted to corporate inter­ 
ests as com pensation for services rendered.” 
No such statement w ould m eet with opposition 
from em ployers or public if it were accom panied by 
a declaration of labor’s firm purpose to bear its equal 
share of responsibility for the com pletion of tasks as­ 
signed, for the safeguarding of the interests o f the 
public and the fair protection of the capital invested. 
Here and there a voice has been raised in the con ven ­ 
tion to assert that these are the duties of organized 
labor, but mostly the talk has been only of its rights. 
No one-sided policy will ever bring lasting success to 
labor any more than it will to capital.
